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1. ALL responsibility for the ‘fugoslav foreign trade 1a in the hands of the 
Winistry of Forelgn Trade which is divided into the following: 


_ «General Directorate for Exports 
-General Directorate for Imports 
-General Directorate for Transportation and Public Works. 


2. Fach of these General Directorates is, in turn, divided into two subordinate 
sections 


Under Directorate for Coordi:ation (import - export - transrartntton) 
~Under Directorate for Planning 


3. Because the Ministry of Foreign Trade is a unit of the central government, 
there are representatives in tne governments of the federal republics. 
Export and imports are controlied by certain commercial enterprises which 
themselves are under State control. Each has ite definite duties. The 
following are the commercial interprises:

b. dJugodrvo A.D. Society +f Yugoslav shareholders for commerce of timber, 
Belgrade, Dositejeva Ulica 7. Denls in export of wood and cement 
(hard woods, wood for fuel, cellulose, construction material, wood 
derivatives, wood charcoal, et cetera). ; 


c. Jugometal A.D., Society of Yugoslav shareholders for metal trade, 
Belgrade. Deals in sxports of all types of metal (Bor mines, Trepca, 
et cetera) and of clrarcoal. 


d. dJugotekstil A.D., fociety of Yugoslav shareholders in textile; 
Belgrade, Ulica Seimi Juli 9. ‘Imports and exports ali types of 
textiles. 


e. Jugoauto A.D., Scciety of Yugoslav shareholders for automobliles: 
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Belgrade, Brankova Ulica h. Imports all types of automobiles and 
spare parts, as well as aircraft and spare parts, installations for 
airports, rubber, material for vulcanizing, et cetera. 


Jugopetrol A.D., in Belgrade, Terasije 10. This society was created 
daring the German occupation in junction with the Shell firm. Its 
refinery is in Smederevo, and belongs to the Sumadija Bank of Credit. 
It deals in importe of naphtha derivatives, oil derivatives and 
mineral greases. 


Jugolek, A.D., Society of Yugoslav shareholders for pharmeceutical 
products, Belgrade. Imports all medicinal products and requirements 
for the pharmaceutical industry, installations and instruments for 
hospitals and at the same time exports medicinal plante. 


Hempro A.D., Society of shareholders for chemical products, Belgrade, 
ie @ de la France 9 (property of the former enterprise "Zorka"). Deals 
with exports and imports of chemical products (dyes, artificial 
fertilizer, et cetera). : 


Koteks A.D., Society of shareholders for leather, Belgrade, Cika Ljubina 
ULica 20. Imports and exports all types of leather. 


Jugovocs A.De, Society of shareholders for fruit commerce, Belgrade. 
Exports various types of preserved fruits and fruit jellies. 


Jugoelektro A-De, Society for electrical energy, Belgrade, Knez 
Wihajiova Ulica, 24. Imports electrical materials, telephones, radios, 
as well as all spare parts. 

Tanjug A.D., Society of Yugoslav shareholders for transport, Belgrade 
G Lj Ulica 20. Deals with transportation and expediting all 
articles for import and export.
